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Isvostcliik or driver, iias undoubtedly trequentiy

lower part; this lie usually does three times In 
rapid succession, putting in sometimes one or two 
such acts of devotion “for luck.” Should he happen 
to meet a funeral, iie reverently pulls up, drives 
very slowly, takes id' his hat and crosses himself 
very frerjiiently; and as we do not want to be the 
object of special observation, we, at least, had bet¬ 
ter take ofl'our hats. If the church stands on one 
[side of the street through whicli the driver is going 
i he does not pay so much attention to it, but it it

Our Sojourn Among the RuBsians. ' 
To TUK Editor OF the Fibi.d.— When we were 1 
interrupted in our chat we were riding In the | 
streets of Odessa in a Droshkl, and as we continue ■ 
our drive we observe the entire absence of that an- j 
liquated appearance so characteristic of the towns j 
and cities of the Old World, in fact, Odessa, In the 
acceptation of European ideas, is quite a modern 
town. Its foundation being referred to the year 1796. 
in consequence of this the streets are wide, straight, 
parallel, and at right angles, and externally the ap¬ 
pearance la not dissimilar to one of our own cities, 
were 11 not for the want of vegetation, which makes 
it so hare and repulsive to all except the commer¬ 
cial spirit. Where every thing is strange the eye 
wanders for .some time before it is able to observe 
details. Should It happen to be tjie grain season 
we could not fall to be struck with the primitive 
way in which It is .shipped. The Paviwka or wagon 
as well as the driver and harness would merit a place 
in Barnum''s show. The wagons are a combination 
of ropes and poles, and I believe a few boards to 
form Its bed. It may be best understooil liy com¬ 
paring it to one of the hay-wagons used by our far¬ 
mers III harvest time, tint deprived of its rack, con¬ 
siderably smaller, and fastened together by the in- 
terlaclng of ropes. This kind of net-work is fixed , 
on four pretty stiff'wheels without, of course, the ; 
vestige of a spring. The luxury of a seat would, of ; 
course be out of the question in such a piece of me¬ 
chanism as this, so the driver sits on the front rail 
and “hangs his legs over,” or more frequently nes¬ 
tles down among the grain. The harness, as a rule, 
is made to match the wagon, apparently instrict ac¬ 
cordance with classical architecture not Interferlug 
with the integrity of the style, as ropes here also 
figure largely. The driver is dressed a la Ruise: 
High boots, a Russian is nothing, or no one without 
Ills boots; and, by the by, they have a way of mak¬ 
ing them that our shoemakers would do well to 
adopt, especially in boots for riding and sporting 
purposes. A hlEh boot, like all other things is sub¬ 
ject to the laws of gravity, and will pucker down to¬ 
ward the heels, to obviate the unslghtlyness of this 
they make them fairdowii in regular folds for a few 
Inches just above the stifl' part of the heels, and when 
well done produces a graceful effect. Trousers of 
some light texture and of such ample dimensions 
that they certainly do not interfere with the differ¬ 
ent movements of tlie body as do the Handing up 
trousers worn by some of our dandles. This gar¬ 
ment seems exceedingly jealous of Its place of honor 
among the Russian peasant, as it admits of no arti¬ 
cle whatever between It and the garticular 
part of its master’s p^on under Its jurisdic¬ 
tion- They alw/^^sSceep their position 
inside of the high boots referred to,and at the othe 
end even the shirt is excluded in scorn. Although 
they are in general very loose, yet they fit tight 
round the hips, so as to dispense witii the necessity 
of suspenders. The shirt then, as we have Intimated 
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directed by any necessity of the inhubitants, as in 
no case, since tlie foundation ol the city, lias this 
part of the community he^n very abundant. . On the 
contrary it was probably/i political scheme to make 
the Jews and Greeks, e^ecially the former, believe 
themselves not to be so numerous as otlierclrcumstan- 
ces absolutely prove, as they could see the Italian 
language spoken at e^yerycornerof the street. There 
is a great deal of this quiet scheming in almost 
every department of the Russian government, and 
when we remember that not more than two hundred 
years ago, so extensive was the Jewish influence in 
this southern part of Russia, that even the chuix-hes 
were under their control, and not a marriage cere- 
I mony was allowed to take place without some ex¬ 
tortionate sum being paid to them, we readily ad¬ 
mit that the scheme was not without some raison 
d'etre. Their Influence is so great even at the pres¬ 
ent day that the steamers which ply between Ode8.«B 
and Nlcolaiefl, a gorod or town about eight miles to 
the east of Odessa, do not run on the Saturday, but 
run regularly on the Sunday. Moreover, in travel¬ 
ing north by train, people give the preference to 
Friday night traveling In order to avoid the brush 
of the Jewish gaberdine. 

Whilst we liavc been talking ahmil tin- Jew. our 
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profitable '‘picking^.'’ The English professional 
man still makes his charge in guineas, although 
the guineas lias long since become an obsolete 
coin. 

But there are other little peculiarities about our 
room at the hotel of which we have not yet spoken. 
We think a little carpet essential to the comfort of 
a room, but in Russia a carpet is very rarely seen, 
mucli mure rare even tliat in France or Switzlanil. 
A rug by the bed-side, or a carpet in a ladies’ bou¬ 
doir is the most that we must expect to find. The 
doors, on account ol the scarcity of hard wood, are 
rarely polished as in other parts of Europe, but 
simply painted over with a yellowish brown paint. 
Along side of our bed is a screen, to render the room 
as presentable os possible for visitors, as there is 
scarcely ever a general sitting room. During cer¬ 
tain months of tlie year tlie room is heated once a 
day, in the evening, free of cliarge, by means of a 
Pyetchka or brick stove, which Is such an important 
article in Russian household economy tliat it merits 
a word or two «n pastant. 

We remember reading in our younger days, the 
story of La Jeune Siberienne, by Xavier de Maistre, 
translated, I believe, into English under the title of 
Ellzabetli. in which tlie little girl is given abed on 
the stove, and never could understand it until we 
were initiated into the peculiarities of the Russian 
stove, not only in the town hut also in tlie country. 
The stove in tlie liotel is not, of coui-se, used as a 
bed, its structure, to say nothing of any other pecul¬ 
iarity, would render It a little incoiivenient for this 
purpose. It is built of brick, varying in size and 
beauty according to the size of the room and the 
general architecture of the house. Usually the same 
stove communicates with two rooms by being built 
in the partition, or in the wall in the corridor, just 
where the partition ends. The whole stove is simp¬ 
ly a mass of brick work, provided with a zigzag 
due, and reaching from about six inches from the 
floor to the ceiling. The door is usually made so se¬ 
cure that it can be liermetically closed. Inside, if 
the stove is used for coal ani^ wood, there are a few 
bars to allow the draught to pass under the coal. 
After the Are has been lighted for about an hour the 
door is hernietically closed, and the heat penetrat¬ 
ing the mass of brick difluses a mild and equal tem¬ 
perament all over the room. The one upon which 
the little Siberian girl slept could not have reached 
so high up as the one we have described. In fact 
the usual form of,the peasant's stove isa kind ofsolid 
table, jutting out from one corner of the room, and 
large enough to serve as a bed and bedstead to¬ 
gether for a respectable size family. We do not 
mean to say that this practice is universal, but so 
common that we liave often seen families sleeping 
ill this way. Covering for them is a matter of little 
consequence, but the temperature is so higli that it 
would be intolerable to any but a Russian. 

We must now make our readers acquainted witli 
an article of household furniture whicli is entirety 
Russian in its use and design. Mo necessary is it, 
liowever, to tlie household economy, that a family 
without one would be as anomalous as a gun with¬ 
out a lock;-we mean, of course, the Russian Sam¬ 
ovar or tea-urn. This is an article we have never 
seen out of Russia, altiiough we are informed that a 
manufacturer at Plano has one in his possession. It 
is of much the same construction as the English tea- 
urn only provided with aii internal cylinder which 
extends from tlie bottom, where it is supplied with 
a little grating, clear up througli the top. In the 
general body of the Samovar is placed tlie water, 
and the central cylinder being supplied with a long 
pipe to create a draft, and filled with charcoal it is 
ignited with two or three bits of stick,and in a few 
minutes the water boils, or as tbe word Samovar in¬ 
dicates, boils Itself. Tlie long pipe is now taken off, 
the charcoal cylinder supplied with a cap. and placed 
upon a suitable tray to catch any ashes that may 
fall from the charcoal, and the cheerful, steaming 
Samovar placed upon the table to supply the Rus¬ 
sian with his ever welcome tea. 

1 1 was necessary for us to dIscribe this article in 
here, as one of the privileges in connection 
with our room at the hotel Is tbe use of the samovar 
twice a day, for it is still the custom with many peo¬ 
ple when traveling, to take with them their own 
tea, depending on the hotel simply for tlie boiling 
water thus supplied them. 

There is yet another little circumstance In con¬ 
nection with our arrangements at the hotel, which, ; 
to say the least, would be peculiar to an American. I 
As .soon a.s we enter our room we are presented witli | 


a piece of paper on which are questions similar to 
those we were asked on board, with one or two 
additional ones; such as; “Under the protection of 
what document of the government are you travel¬ 
ing?” 

Whether it pays or not for the government to 
take such fatherly care of all its children and visi¬ 
tors, we leave our readers to guess.

Meeting of tbe National Bostrd of Appeals. 

The national board of appeals of tbe National Turf 
Association commenced its session at the Palmer house 
on Tuesday forenoon, tbe 4tb inst. 

There were present 0. W. Wooley, chairman, (.iocin- 
nati; Thomas J. Vail secretary, Hartford, Conn.; Will- 
iun Edwards, Cleveland, O.; Abner Taylor, Chicago. 

It was found that 104 cases required their attention, 
SO of which are western cases. After hearing tbe evi¬ 
dence in a number of cases, the board went into execu¬ 
tive session, to weigh tbe testimony and arrive at their 
^jbeisions. 

'^hAjbBowing are the principal cases disposed of on 
Tuesda^^ 

Case No. 187—W. W. Abbott, Parkersburg, W. Va., 
vs. The Zanesville association. The association having 
failed to comply with a previous order of tbe board, n 
decision was rendered that the association should be 
excluded from the right to rejoin the National associa¬ 
tion until tbe order was complied with. 

Case No. 206—D. P. Longstreet vs. Vanderburg 
County Fair association, Evansville, Ind. An appplP 
cation for decision and order upon stated facts, involv¬ 
ing a penalty for acceptance of an entry which was 
disqualified by previous suspension. The evidence 
showed that the respondent bad received entries dis- 
qualifled by previous order of suspension. 

The board therefore imposed $,y) fine, and, until the 
flne is paid, the association is denied the right to renew 
their membership in the National association. 

Case No. 341—Chas. A. Hansen, Denver, (.'olorado, 
vs. Denver Blood-Stock association, Denver. A claim 
for a reward under rule IS, for furnishing information 
of the fraudulent entry of the trotting horse Nino, at 
Denver. The claim was allowed by the board. 

Case No. 343—Frank Fowler, Titusville, Pa., vs. 
Massillon Driving Park, Massillon, O. An appeal from 
an order suspending him and tbe dun gelding Orange 
Billy. The petition set forth that he sent the entry iy 
telegraph betore tbe hour of closing the entries. He 
sent a second message, countermanding the entry, be¬ 
fore the entries were closed, but tbe message was not 
delivered until the morning after the closing of the en¬ 
tries. The board held; That it was necessary that an 
entry be telegraphed within one hour of closing the en¬ 
tries in order to indicate the entry; that it was neces¬ 
sary, further, that a telegram countermanding an entry 
be received before the close of tbe entries, in order to 
take effect. The board therefore sustained tbe claim of 
the association. 

Case No. 849—Chas. Lewis vs. Grand Haven Trotting 
Park and Agricultural association. Appeal and com¬ 
plaint. The board found that Lewis failed to sustain 
his application with evidence and the case was there¬ 
fore dismissed. 

Case No. 351—G. W. Saunders, Grand Rapids, Mich., 
vs. Utica Park association; Utica, N. Y. Appeal from 
an order suspending him and the black stallion, Yonng 
Wilkes. The board found that the petition ba!d failed 
to supply evidence in support of his appeal, and it was 
therefore dismissed. 

Case No. 263—Q. W. Nesbitt, .secretary Sycamore 
Driving Park, Dl., vs. White dfc Dunlevy, Ottawa, Ill. 
Fraudulent entry of the bay mure Theresa G. at Syca¬ 
more, Ill. The board founil that Theresa G. bod been 
in fact entered in a purse where she did not belong, but 
not through any design on the part of her owners of 
violoting the rules, as they were misinformed in regard 
to her previous performances. This fact was not re¬ 
garded, however, os warranting an exemption from 
the application of the rule, and it was ordered that tbe 
mare be expelled, and entrance money forfeited. Ow¬ 
ing, however, to extraordinary circumstances, the 
board decided to modify the above penalty, by sul>- 
stituting a flne of flOO. Mr. Nesbitt claimed a reward, 
under rule 15, for furnishing information of a fraudu¬ 
lent entry, but the claim was not allowed. 

Case No. 854—George Harvey, Bunker Hill, Ill. Ap¬ 
plication for removal of penalty of expulsion imposed 
on him and A. M. Sewall with bay gelding Nino. Tbe 
board found that Messrs. Harney and Sewall were not 
guilty of the fraudulent entry of the horse, but were de¬ 
ceived and their confidence abused by one T. S. Rigby, 
'who had the care and handling of ibe horse, and the 
horse had been fraudulently entered under Rigby's 
management without the knowledge of Messrs. Harvey 
& Sewall. Considering all extenuating circumstances, 
it was ordered that Messrs. Harvey & Sewall be rein¬ 
stated, and that the penalty of expulsion recorded 
gainst the gelding Nino be modified by the substitu¬ 
tion of a flne of on tbe payment of which the 
horse should be reinstated. Mr. W. T. Dickens, of St. 
Louis, who appeared in behalf of Mr. Harvey, paid the 
flne on the announcement of this decision. 

Case No. 364—Jesse Dunn, Biyantsville, Ky., vs. 
Kentucky Trotting Horse Breeden’ association, Lex¬ 
ington, Ky. .^peal from the ruling of judges and the 
association. The board found that tbe ju^es, acting 
upon their belief and under authority of rule 38, declar¬ 
ed the second heat in tbe race void, because the horse 
John 8. Kane had apparently been “pulled.” They 
substituted another driver ana proceedM with tbe race, 
at the close of which they exonerated the removed driv¬ 


er from tbe reflection, or liability to any penalty, by 
reason of their action, and expressed the conviction 
that the horse had not in fact been “pulled.” 'ne ap¬ 
pellant, under these circumstances, claimed that said 
second heat in the race should be restored to the re¬ 
cord, and considered in arriving at awards of prem¬ 
iums. This claim was disallowed by the board, who 
decided that the record should stand, with tbe second 
heat as first ordered by the judge to be thrown nut, and 
tbe premiums awarded in accordance with the ruling of 
the judges. 

Case No. 344. A. D. Carson vs. Fitebburgh Park 
Association, Fitebburgh, Mass. Appeal from an order 
suspending him tmd toe b. g. “ J. B. Young." Tlie 
entry of “J. 8. Young” was found to be conditional, 
and therefore void. It was ordered that Carson’s enl- 
ranee money be returned to him, and that the Fitch- 
burgh association forfeit to the National association 211 
per cent, of tbe amount of the purse in which said en¬ 
try hod been received 

Case No. 348. T. Cunningham, et al., Poughkeepsie, 
N. Y., vs. Rhinebeck Park and Ag.assu., Rhinebeck.N. 
Y., complaint of non-payment of money due them 
under judgment of the board in case No. 136. It was 
ordered that the association be excluded from renew¬ 
ing its membership with the National association until 
previous order was complieu with. 

Case No. 256. W. J. Johns, Brookvillc, Pa., vs. 
Erie Park assn., Erie, Pa. Appeal from an order sus¬ 
pending him with Ira Carrier of said Brookville, and 
the b. m. Blanche C. Arthur. The board ordered that 
the entrance money deposited in the name of Mr. 
Johns be paid to tbe association, and that Ira Carrier 
be suspended until said money is referred to the par¬ 
ties who advanced tbe same. 

Case No. 257. H. Newland, Stilllwatcr. N. Y., vs. 
Clark White, Catskill, N. Y. complaint. (!ase dismissed 
for want of jurisdiction. 

Case No. 2.58. W. B. Wright Bridgport, Vt. vs 
Valley Point Agricultural society, Cuba, N, V. Appeal 
Oom an order 8U8|iendine him and tbe s. g. “Twinkle" 
and sp. g. “Spotted Jim." Ordered that w. B, Wrighi 
and the a g. ^‘Twinkle" be expelled under autbonty 
of rule 41, tor supprekaion of time at Essex Junction.

Also that E. S. Brownell, a judge in said race be ex- 
jiclled for having been a party in said unlawful sup¬ 
pression of time at Essex Junction Vt.

In this case tbe evidence 
disclosed that the name of tbe horse bad been changed 
without a proper observance of the rules of the Asso¬ 
ciation in such case, for which act a penalty is imposed 
by the rules of a fine of |100, together with suspension 
or expulsion. A fine of |100 was imposed, with sus¬ 
pension limited to tbe season, but, owing to peculiar 
circumstances in the case, the penalty was modified by 
a reduction of the fine to $30, upon payment of which 
the horse was to be rinstated, and, until such payment, 
he is to remain sus^nded as aforesaid. 

Case No. 297. W. R. Ford, Denver, Col^ vs. Den- 
' ver Blood Stock Association and J. H. Eastabrook 
Denver, Col., and bay mare Hannah. Appeal and 
complainant allying unlawful change of name and in¬ 
eligible entry. From the evidence in the case, which 
was voluminous, the following facts was found: 

That J. H. Eastabrook, while owner or part 
owner of the bay mare Hannah, was Vice-President of 
the Denver Blood Stock Association. 

Second —That said Association at the summer meet¬ 
ing in 1874 ofl'ered certain purses, in which by the 
published conditions tbe entries were to close June 26. 
.Among these was one for a tandem team race. When 
the entries closed it was found there were but two 
nominations in said race. Desiring to have said purses 
filled for the entertainment of tbe public, Eastabrook 
connived with the Secretary of said Association to in¬ 
troduce into said tandem race an entry comprising said 
b Di Hannah and a roan stallion, called Joke, in such a 
manner and form as to carry the deceptive appearance 
of a regular entry' made in due time. That the decep¬ 
tion was practiced by the collusive aid of said Secretary 
m his procuring from tbe Clerk in the Post Office an 
envelope postmarked June 2.5. Said envelope being so 
postmaked after the entries bad in fact closed, and 
iieing placed in the possession of said Secretary, was 
by him delivered to said Eastabrook, who used tbe 
same by putting therein a writing purporting to be the 
nomination for said tandem race of the pretended date 
of June 26, inclosing therewith the entrance fee. There 
upon sealing the same and returing krto the said Secre¬ 
tary, be farther acting under .said collusive arrange¬ 
ment presented the entry as, and represented tbe same 
to be, a lawful entry duty received by him, although 
upon an investigation betng bad in regard tp the matter 
before tbe officers of tbe National Association said 
Secretary admitted these circumstances, but attempted 
to justy his action upon the ground that it was for ihe 
benefit of the Association. 

Third —Said tandem race was trotted aud won by 
Dastabrook's entry, it appearing that no protest had 
been lodged pending said race. 

FourfA—July 6, George A. Emory made protest and 
complaint to said Association, allegiug these irregulari¬ 
ties, upon which an Investigation was bad disclosing 
that tbe Secretary, Mr. R. C. Webster, admitted the 
acts above ascribed to him. Upon a vote, a majority 
of the Directors of tbe Association decided the charges 
against Mr. Eastabrook were not proven. 

Fith —Mr. W. R. Ford prosecutes this case for Mr. 
Emory and himself, alleging further an ineligible entry 
of bay mare Hannah in tbe tbn-e-minute class of said 
Association, by reason of record of faster time; further 
that there bad been an unlawful change in name of 
said mare. The evidence os to the latter charge was 
found to be contradictory and incomplete. Board or¬ 
dered, os a proper vindication of the rules and the 
dignity and character of the National Association, that 
said J. H. Eastabrook and R. U. Webster be expelled 
from all right of Association and privilege upon the 
grounds of tbe members of the National Association. 
As to the allegations concerning name and. record of 
mare, a continuance was decided upon. 


Cask No. 802—G. C. Wrirtt, 8t. Lonis, Mo., vs.'Cen¬ 
tral Illinois Horse Fair and Trotting Park Association, 
Cbsrlestou, III. Appeal from an Older suspending him 
and “Billy” and St. Louis Favorite. In this case it 
was found that Mr. Wright did in fact nuniinate the 
entrance on questiou, and according to rffies he is liable 
for the entrance fees, except as to the entrance of 
“Billy," he having died pending his engagement. This 
exception was extended to a double-team race, in which 
he was entered as one of a pair. 

Case No. 80.V West Star, Tipton, Iowa, vs. Scott 
County Agricultural Society et al., Davenport, la. Ap¬ 
peal and complaint alleging an inelimblc entry of the 
brown mare Kitty Stratton, in u 2:40 race. 

Firet —The decision in this case was, first that the 
order of the Scott County Association imposing a fine 
upon Mr.' Porter for matters that transpired upon the 
grounds of another association is not authorized by the 
rules of the National Association, and is hence reversed 
and set aside. 

Second —The time declared and recorded at .Mechuu- 
icBville, in the beat won by Kitty 8tratton,whcreia said 
time was announced as 2:394, >a by the Board held to 
ba her true record in said case. A change or attempted 
change in the record of said heat being unauthorized 
by the rules is therefore to be treated us null and void. 

Third —The acts of the judges and timers under pre¬ 
tense of furnishing the mare the benefit of a so-called 
doubt are equivolent transactions, which cannot be up¬ 
held. The time must stand, and be regarded h.s the 
time record. 

Fourth —Said mare having acquired this record, her 
entry at Daven|>ort was made to a class to which she 
did not belong, aud under rule 14 she is expelled witli a 
forfeiture of her enlrancc-mouey. 

Fi/fA—The race at Davcniiort is therefore to dctei 
mined without regard to entrance of the mare. 

Case No. 311. George R. Mansur, Chicago, III., vs. 
A. W. Gillum and S. H. House, Galesburg, 111., aud the 
black stallion Col. E D. Baker. Application for de¬ 
cision and order in respect to alleged fraud in entry at 
Dexter Park. In view of the fact that this horse was 
suspended by the Earl Park Association, the Board held 
that he was ineligible to enter at Dexter, iand it was 
ordered that the award of the premiums in tbe race be 
decided without reference to him. 

Case No. 269. Clinton County Agricultural society, 
Platsburg, N. Y. vs. W. B. Wright, Bridport, Vt., and 
the cb. g. “Twinkle.” Information and complaint 
alleging suppression of time. Tbe board approved the 
action of the association, and refered to decision in 
case 268, showing that said Wright was expelled for 
the offence complained of in this case. 

Case No. 298. M. W. Bacon, New London, Conn., 
vs. Society of ACTicullure and Horticulture of West¬ 
chester county, White Plains, N. Y. Complaint alleg¬ 
ing non-payment of premiums won by b. m. “Mary 
A. Whitney.” Ordered that the association pay Mr. 
Bacon the money acknowledge to be due him, and 
until they make such payments they shall be excluded 
from renewing their membership in the National as¬ 
sociation. 

Case No. 303. Marengo Driving Park association vs. 
John Downs, Chicago, 111. Application for a decision 
of the board respecting an alleged conditional entry of 
s. g. “Gold Leaf.” The board decided that tlie entry 
was conditional, but that the instructions of Mr. 
Downs, which were claimed to constitute the entry a 
conditional one, were in fact directions given to Mr. 
Patrick, who was Mr. Downs, agent in tbe transaction. 
Ordered that Mr. Downs be paid the money won by bis 
horse at the meeting. 

Case No. 810. Henry Sargent, Medford, Mass., vs. 
Riverside Trotting Park, Hudson, Mass. Appeal from 
an order suspending him and the b. m. "Alary ’’ for non¬ 
payment of entrance fee. Mr. Sargent nutl the mare 
“Mary" were reinstated unconditionally, it appear¬ 
ing that the association bad postpond the meeting be¬ 
yond the time sanctioned b}' the rules. 

Case No. 820. A. H. Woodward, Bo.stou, vs. River¬ 
side Trotting Park, Hudson, Mass.

“Bushnn Maid" 
and hi. s. “ Dad ” for non-payment ot entrance fees. It 
was decided that Mr. Woodward and his horse be re¬ 
instated unconditionally, upon tlie same^ruunda|H.s re¬ 
ported in case No. 310.

Protest and claim that the ch. g. “ Cranston" 
competed when he was ineligible owing to prior record. 
Notsustained by sufficient evidence, and case dismissed. 

Case No. 332. O. C. Dewhurts, Worcester, Mass., 
vs. Worcester Agricultural society and W.M. Alaudell. 
Appeal from decision of judges, and claim that Man- 
dell's entry was ineligible by reu.son of his prior suspen¬ 
sion. Decided that the entry was ineligible when the 
entries closed, because he was under suspension, and 
his subsequent paymet of dues for wliicb he wa.s sus¬ 
pended could not create for him a right to remain in 
the class to which he was not privileged at the hour of 
closing. Ordered that the premiums iu said races be 
rewarded, excluding Iherctrom Mr. Maiulcll's entry.

Case No. 361. E. K. Wormley, Mendota, Hi., vs.

Appeal taken from judges, and application for an or¬ 
der to recover premium fraudulently obtained by 
brown gelding “ Browii Jack ” alias “ Huckleberry.’’

Buf¬ 
falo Park Association, Buffalo, N. Y. Petition and 
claim; it appearing from the petition that the matters 
alleged were. o.onBidered and passed upon by the board 
at a former meeting in the case of the Buffalo Park As¬ 
sociation vs. Chas. Leggett, No. 371, wherein the de¬ 
cision was adverse to the petitioner, Myers, it was, 
therefore, ordered that the petition be dismissed. 

Case 313. A. O. Ctirainiiis, Montpelier, Vt.,et al., 
V3. C. Callahan. Lowell, Mass.: Protest and com¬ 
plaint alleging fraudulent entry at Bethel, Vt., 
of b m Quickstep, alias Lowell Belle. In this case 
it was shown that the respondent had entered the 
mare in a purse in which she did not belong, ho hav¬ 
ing purchased the mare after a previous perform¬ 
ance in which she acquired a faster record than the 
class in which he entered her, and having such Infor¬ 
mation concerning her previous performances as to 
render him liable for this violation. The Board 
ordered that the respondent and mare lie both 
expelled. 

Case 326, Charles A. Cook. Ueuver, Col. vs. Den¬ 
ver Blood Stock Association, Denver, t.'ol., and R. 
I. I.ee, Topeka, Kaii : Appeal and complaint, 
demanding a change in the decision of a race and 
in the award of premiums, and alleging fraud on 
the part of the driver and owner of the horse Mun- 
rue. It was found that, at the June meeting, 1874, 
of 'said Association, in the 2:36 race Mr. Lee 
entered the ch s Munroe, said stallion competing 
and being placed second in each of three heats 
trotted, said race being won by the b. g. Nino. 
During the race, complainant alleges that Mr. Lee 
Ity signs communicated with his driver, and caused 
liini to "pull" bis horse, wliich act complainant 
claimed was fraudulent, but. from the decision and 
record of tlie jndges no reference is liad to such a 
feature, and though complainant applied to the 
Association, and owred to produce evidence to sup¬ 
port his charge, his application was rejected. Com¬ 
plainant further applies for a decision ol the Board 
tliat said ch s Mnnroe shall take a record for his 
time in a race over the same course in a class for 
2:40 horses in which he was timed as the second 
horse, the winner being declared ineligible by 
reason of fraudulent entry. The Board decided, in 
view of the facts and the rules that the record re¬ 
turned by the judges concerning the race cannot be 
reviewed as to those matters whsch the rules place 
within tlie discretion of the judges, except on 
grounds of fraud or impeachment of the judges. 
No such ground being presented in this case, the 
award of the judges is confirmed as to the perform¬ 
ance of said ch s Munroe. As to the claim that said 
Munroe shall take a record under the circumstances, 
the Board deem that such decision would involve 
the absurdity of removing the lawful record of the 
winning horse in order to give the record proposed 
for tlie second horse, or the anomalous conclusion 
that both horses could obtain records for the same 
heats ill which but one of them was declared win¬ 
ner. It was ordered that the Association pay to 
the owner of said Munroe the entire premium in 
the 240 race in which he was recorded second as 
aforesaid, the winner having been excluded for 
fraud, and the other competitors having been dis¬ 
tanced. 

The Board closed their Chicago meeting at the 
Palmer House Friday evening. May 7. After the 
formal work had been ended, the Secretary reported 
to the Board that official action bad been taken 
upon every case on the docket where the parties 
had perfected their evidence, or had so submitted 
matters as to justify action by the Board. 

A number of pases which have heretofore been 
continued to the July m^ing, and a few others 
similarly continued from this meeting to enable the 
parties to procure their evidence, ml the matters 
which remain on the docket at this time undecided. 

The committee composed of members of the 
Board appointed at the March meeting to Investi¬ 
gate and report upon the facts involved in the oases 
pending, having performed the duties assigned 
them, was discharged with the thanks of the Board. 

The next regular meeting of the Board will be 
held In Saratoga July 16. 


There was one old man, who had pushed on the Dela¬ 
ware for years, who combined the three necessary 
traits of a first class pusher; a quick eye, a steady and 
strong arm, and a thorough knowledge of the tides and 
shooting grounds, the distance of twenty miles down 
the river. His services were always in demand during 
the season, and many sportsmen who desired to win 
laurels, would subsidize him to make an engagement 
months before the season commenced. 

.About nine miles south of Philadelphia, on the Phila¬ 
delphia and Baltimore Rail-road, and where Darby 
creek has its confluence with the Delaware, there is a 
station, or rather a small collection of houses, to which 
the name of Lozaretto, from its being the seat of the 
quarantine station for the port of Philadelphia. 

The Quarantine building is the most prominent edi¬ 
fice there, and stands Isolated from the rest of the 
houses. There are also several club houses, used in the 
gunning and fishing season as abodes for their owners. 
But above all, the most important place is an old hotel, 
which for years has been theresoil of some of the most 
noted residents and ardent sportsmen from Philadel¬ 
phia. It is an old, dilapidated structure, and bears up¬ 
on its outside the marks of the storms of many winters, 
but within is as cosy a shooting box as ever English 
gentleman owned. In the bar-room of this house (the 
name of which has slipped the memory of the writer), 
there have been countless stories told, and millions of 
water-fowl killed in prospective.^ Here engagements 
were entered into with pushers, and professional shots, 
and fishermen, and many a dollar baa changed hands 
upon the spot fur one tide. 

The old dining-room has seen many a noisy revel, and 
time and again has the old table groaned with the most 
tempting delicacies of fish, flesh and fowl. 

A tide is the designating term of the time of .shiailing 
while the water is on the flood, and until the ebb has 
fallen so low thal it becomes impossible to push among 
the reeds. 

High-hoat is the boat thal kills the highest number of 
rail during the one tide. Sometimes there is only one 
shooting tide in a day, and the higb-hoal is a proud 
man. 

There is alway.s bustie and hurry when the tide sets 
to half-flood, and often boats just touch the dock to 
land their game, and start off immediately to be on 
hand at some new ground when the tide commences, 
for to gain a record for high-boat, every boat has to re¬ 
port between each tide, and the result of the tide is re¬ 
corded in a book kept in the bar for that purpose. 

The start off is exciting, and many ludicrous scenes 
occur in the anxiety of some of the green hands to get 
a first-class send off. Old sportsmen, while taking 
things in a very cool and collected manner, generally 
manage to be off among the first boats, and to have se¬ 
cured their shooting grounds almost before the green 
hands have left the dock. 

When the spot of marsh selected for the opening 
shoot is reached, the arduous duties of the pusher com¬ 
mence. Just as the bow of the boat touches the reeds, 
a rail rises before the boat and darts off to the right. 


The pusher's voice is heaid in a low, clear tone, Mark 
right. Almost before we can turn the boat in that di¬ 
rection, he calls again Mark UJt, to show that there is 
a bird on the left that has just settled. To a beginner 
in the sport it is puzzling, and it Is only when one has 
become nerved to any remarks made by the pusher, 
and has his nerves strung to the pitch required that be 
begins to have any luck, and the pushers feel as much 
chagrined as the sportsmen to come in low boat. 


presence of parasites, which multiply quickly, and 
apparently without limit when the conditions are fa¬ 
vorable. 

The chief difficulty which has to be met in the treat¬ 
ment of the affection is the application of remedies de¬ 
structive to the parasites, in such a manner as to In¬ 
sure the agent coming in contact with the creatures it 
is meant to kill. Mange mites of the horse and other 
animals do not burrow as itch mites do, but they shel¬ 
ter themselves among the hardened masses of cuticle, 
which supply them with a habitation from which it is 
almost as difficult to dislodge them as it would be if 
they had burrowed beneath the cullcular covering. A 
certain number of mites are always wandering about 
the skin, and therefore fall easy victims to any of the 
common remedies which arc applied to the surface; 
but others, especially mature females, seek the shelter 
of the elevated and partly desquamated cuticle, and 
deposit their eggs in perfect security. Thus it happens, 
in bad cases ofmange, that the first dressing only kills 
the w .ndering mites, leaving the protected females, 
the young brimd, and a large number of eggs In various 
stages of incubation, uninjured. 

Mange, in its worst form, la indicated by such de¬ 
cided evidences that there is no risk of a mistake being 
made as to the nature of the disease. First, the intense 
liritation which the horse suffers compels him to rub 
himself against every available object, and to use his 
teeth to those parts of the body which can be easily 
reached. Raw places, discharging wounds, and scabs 
will therefore be among the signs of the disease; loss 
of hair along the neck and back, and also on the shoul¬ 
ders and sides of the face, will also be apparent. As 
the disease spreads, very few parts of the body escape; 
but it naturally happens that the mites congregate in 
those paits where they are least likely to be molested— 
hence the back, bead and neck arc the sites which they 
select in prefereneg to more exposed situations. In the 
early stage of the disease, when the mites first obtain u 
location on the body, the chief symptom will be rest¬ 
lessness, and a desire on the part of the animal to bite 
or scratch as near as possible to the-seat of irritation. 
An examination of this part may lead to the discovery 
of a slight eruption, which is the result of the injury in¬ 
flicted by the acarl on the skin; there is nothing, how¬ 
ever, at this stage of the disease which is absolutely 
conclusive, excepting the actual detection of the acari 
—a proceeding which, although simple enough in the 
advanced stages af man^, requires some care at the 
commencement of the affection. The best plan is to 
remove carefully the elevated cuticle and loosen hairs 
from the parts where the signs of the irritation are 
moel evident, place them on a sheet of while paper, 
and expose them to the sun’s rays; in a short time the 
acari, if any arc present, will quit the masses of scurf 
and move about over the paper, where they may be 
seen by the aid of a common magnifying glass, or 
witbout it by those who are familiar with their appear¬ 
ance. If this method fails, the next course is to place 
some of the cuticle, with the hair attached, in a weak 
solution of potash, und when the mass has become soft 
to iran.sfer it to any ordinary slip of glass, cover it in 
the usual way, and place the preparation under the mi¬ 
croscope; one with an inch objective will be sufficient¬ 
ly powerful for the purpo.se. In this examination acari, 
or portions of the parasite, and probably some of the 
eggs containing embryo mites, will most likely be de¬ 
tected if the du^ase is true mange. 

Treatment of mange, to be successful, must be car¬ 
ried out with care. The kind of remedy to be used is 
probably a matter of less importance than the manner 
of its employment. Sulphur ointment, mixtures of oil 
of tar, turpentine, and oil, carbolic acid diluted with 
fifty parts of water in which soft soap has been dis- 
solvedi ore all effective remedies; but it is essential for 
their action that the hardened masses of cuticle and 
hairs be removed in the first instance by the aid of 
soap and hot water and a stiff brush. In severe cases 
it has been recommended to apply a blister to those 
parts of the skin where the cuticle is most dense, in or¬ 
der to cause its elevation, and thus dislodge the acari. 
This extreme measure, however, will seldom he re¬ 
quired. 

After the skin bus been well scrubbed, if necessary, 
by the aid of the curry comb, the dressing should be 
freely applied, and repeated in a few days’ _ time, 
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freely applied, and repea 

application being always preceded by a go<rf_ washing 
U the animal’s general .• -

It is the pushers duty to putk in the first place, and 
secondly to do it well. To be a competent pusher, re¬ 
quires a strong arm, steady nerve and quick eye, to¬ 
gether with a thorough knowledge of the ground he 
has to go over. --Hia.arm must be of steel, flexible, yet 
strong, as by the aid of his pole alone he propels the 
boat, al the same time deviating to the right or left, as 
occasion, and the rise and fall of the birds, require. 


Mange is an affection which is almost confined to 
horses of the lower class. Among well groomed ani¬ 
mals it seldom or never appears, except by accident, 
and then its continuance is of short duration. Dirt 
and poverty appear to be among the essentials of its 
existence. 

Notwithstanding the general freedom from the dis¬ 
ease enjoyed by horses which are well cared for, it 
must not be concluded that they are insusceptible to it 
if they are exposed to its causes. 

Mange depends on the presence of acari on various 
parts of the skin, and the anoyance which is always 
associated with the affectioff is due to the ravages of 
the mange insect in its search for sustenance tn the tis¬ 
sues of the skin. Some veterinaiy writers of the old 
school describe a form of skin disease whi^ they call 
constitutional mange; this condition is not ^cco^ised 
by modem pathologists. Mange, if neglected, may as¬ 
sume such a condition that its eradication will be diffi¬ 
cult, if not impossible, owing to the prevalence of the 
mange mites over the body, and the rapidity with 
which new gensratlona arise as the adult insects are 
killed by the remedies which are employed for the pur¬ 
pose, and at the same time the animm’s constitution 
sufiTers from the constant irritation of the skin. Under 
these circumstances mange may be termed, in popular 
sense, constitutional, and also Inveterate; but it is 
nevertheless a purely local disease, depending on the 


__ general bcalth is not satisfactory, a 

mild dose of phywc may be given, to be followed by 
some alterative medicine; but in ordinary cases no con¬ 
stitutional treatment is necessary—:;lhe disease, being 
local, may be sufficiently dealt with by local treat¬ 
ment .—The London Field. 


Horse Baoing in South Amerioa. 


Some of the customs connected with the turf of 
Chili, are, to say the least of them, curious. The length 
of the courses are generally about an eighth or a mtar- 
ter of a mile, seldom more than half a mile, and ofteu- 
er only about 160 yards. The horses generally race in 
pairs, and the start is conducted with the greatest 
strictness and precision. As part of the tactics of the 
jockey is to try to dislodge the other or to trip up the 
other's horse, and as this is not only considered fair 
play, but is looked upon as being part of the jockey’s 
skill, sticks are stuck into the ground for about 30 yards 
down the course, so as to keep the horses separate un¬ 
til the start is fairly made. The horses being led up to 
the start a line is drawn across the course, and the fore 
feet of both are put exactly on it, the hind ones being 
lifted up and put exactly level with each other. The 
amount of care taken in performing this is wonderful, 
and it is of the greatest importance to have a quiet, 
docile horse, who will stand patiently and leave his feet 
wherever they are placed by his trainer. The jockeys 
are often boys weighing about 70 lbs., and the horses 
have a broad leather strap round their neck, to which 
the boys cling when the horses lump off with a start, 
which they do with so much suddenness that but for 
something of this sort to bang on to they would run a 
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crekt chance of being jerked off. A bridle, and a 
aheepekin strapped on Inelr backs, complete the racing 
aqulpment. As it is difficult to get the horses to remain 
<iaite motionless, it is often an hour before a fair start 
.can be made; but when the word to go is once given 
away they go with a bound, and the race is over in a 
few seconds. These horses seldom can go fast for any 
distance, and, racing only a very few times a year, ap¬ 
pear on the turf till veiy old, and are well known all 
over the country. As on an English course, there is 
plenty of betting and shouting, and drinking booths 
are erected, in which the guitar fprms nd inconsiderable 
part of the attraction. •^/

The Book River Valley. 

Cleveland, HI., May 5, 187.5. 

To THE Edituh uf the Field.— Keposlng in the rich 
valley of the Rock river, 18 miles from its confluence 
with the Mississippi, is the town of Cleveland. There 
i^othing beautiful or picturesque in the appearance of 
the town itself, nor would it be considered a delightful 
resort for the citizens of your aristocratic city. Here 
are located some of the most productive coal mines in 
the State, and the inhabitants are mostly miners, and 
those directly interested in the production of the "black 
diamonds.” Eight miles above—lying between the 
Rock and Mississippi rivers—is the "Merodosla"—an 
immense swamp—which affords the finest duck and 
snipe shooting in the State, and is familiar to most Chi¬ 
cago sportsmen. The principal occupations of our 
citizens, at this season of the year, are mining coal, and 
Ashing for suckers, and from the vigor with which it is 
pnrsued, I am convinced that the latter occupation is a 
highly successful, if not profitable one. The modut 
operandi is about as follows:. 

To a line from fifty to one hundred feet in length, is 
attached a heavy sinker, and a half dozen or more 
hooks, and with "worms for bait" these are cast into 
the river, and the sportsman has only to sit and wait 
patiently until the suckers '‘are on"—which is indicated 
by the bending of a willow to which the shore end of 
the line is attached—and then haul them in. It is a 
common sight of an evening to sec the river-bank lined 
with these "sucker sportsmen,” and the catch is simply 
enormous. “They say” suckers and milk are a luxury 
at this season of the year. Can any of your readers 
give an opinion from experience!' 

Bnipe shooting has been a failure here, owing to the 
very cold and backward spring, and the intervention of 
the "close season” before the arrival of the birds from 
the South. I think this season has demonstrated the 
fallacy of our protective law. Why not do away with 
the )aw entirely as far as snipe are concerned^ My ex¬ 
perience has always been that they are abundantly able 
to protect themselves. 

Some miscreant went into the dog-poisoning business 
this spring, and 1, among many others, have cause to 
mourn—haring lost my old and oft tried pointer in the 
promiscuous slaughter. 

We have a shooting club, and among its members 
some (irst-clase shots. 1 will endeavor to send you the 
score of the next match. 

I must not close this rambling epistle without con 
gratulating you on the progress you are making as a 
sportsman’s journal, and at the same time taking the 
liberty of suggesting to some of your correspondents 
not to “draw too long a bow." 1 beg them to remem¬ 
ber that all sportsmen scrutinize closely the report of 
bags made, and it is not at all pleasing to our vanity to 
find them made so very large In an hour or two shoot¬ 
ing, that it would be impossible for us to equal them in 
the same number of days. In my opinion, shooting 
half frozen snipe—as was done here Saturday, April 17 
—though large bags were made in an incredibly short 
apace of time, is simply poaching and unworthy a true 
sportsman. 

I may bo able at some future time to send you some 
items f|om "field and stream” that will prove interest¬ 
ing.

Natural g^istory. 

Extinct Birds of New Zealand. 

The American Museum of Natural History has re¬ 
ceived from Australia the skeletons of Moas, which 
their enterprise merited. When these remains were 
found, several of the important museums of the world 
were apprized of the discovery, and Uncle Bam, taking 
time by the forelock, secured them by telegraph. Har¬ 
per's Wtekly of the 16th inst., gives some interesting 
engravings of these skeletons, the original of which 
must have been creatures formidable to encounter be¬ 
fore the days of the fowling-piece or rifle. One speci¬ 
men in Christ Church Museum, Australia, is said to he, 
fourteen feet in height, and a human skeleton, six feel 
in height, found at Moa-bone Point in the same place as 
the skeletons of birds, could without stooping walk be¬ 
tween its legs. The width across the knee of the Mns 
measures as much as any diameter of the human skele¬ 
ton.

Black Bass are rather scarce as 
yet owing to the cold weather, but a few weeks will 
bring tham up the stream in hundreds, then Bass fiibs 
will be at a premium. Muakulonge or Maskinonge, are 
not so frequently taken as of yore, and this can be 
readily accounted for by the vast amount of fish capt¬ 
ured every season by seine fishers, not saru fishermen 
are they? for the latter love the true anglers style of 
“Rod and Reel." It is a conaummation devoutly to be 
wished, that our legislature will entirely prohibit fish¬ 
ing with a seine ere long. * 


One Way to Clean Guns.— The BeUntifie Amt ^ 
lean states that guns or rifles may be cleaned in a ver^' 
simple manner by quicksilver. If a muzzle-1oader> 
atop up the nipple or communication hole with a little 
wax, or If a breech-loader insert a cork in the breech 
rather tightly; next pour some quicksilver into the 
barrel, and put another cork into the muzzle, then 
proceed to roll it up and down the barrel, shaking it 
about for a few minutes. The mercury and the lead 
will form an amalnm, and leave the barrel as clean 
and free from lead as the first day it came out of the 
shop. The game quickailver can be used repeatedly 
by straining it through wash-leather; for the lead wifi 
be leU behmd In the leather, and the quicksilver will 
be again fit for use. 
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Brown Stockings vs. White Stockings. 

St. Ix)ui«, May 7. 

It would be an utter inipuesibillty to give anything 
like a faithful deecription of the condition of all classee 
of people who yeeterday diecuseed the probabilities 
and possibilities of the great trial of skill about to take 
place on the green diamond between the “Brown 
Stockings," of St. Louis, and the white hosed players 
of Chicago. 

All manner of conjecture was indulged in, the feeling 
prevailing among the masses that the probabilities were 
that Chicago would win, while the safe batting, sure 
fielding and perfect harmony of action shown by the 
borne club ever since the nine was placed on the field, 
gave assurance to the possibility of a victory. 

Such a victory, though, as was won yesterday, the 
most confident did not anticipate, and “our boys" are 
the lions of the hour, congratulated and cheered at 
every turn. 

On Tuesday the “Browns" defeated the Red Stock¬ 
ings by a score ef 15 to 9, eight runs being earned by 
the latter. The result of this game was anything but 
satisfactory to the friends of the St. Louis nine, fur 
much had been expected of Bradiey's pitching; these 
expectations were materiaily depressed when it wa.s 
found that the Reds hud made 13 base hits, and only 
lost the game by poor fielding. Bradley, however, 
secmetl to express little concern, and invariably re¬ 
sponded to inquiries from timid backers, with “Wait 
until Thursday." Well, they waited, and the way old 
Brad, sent in the red-hot shot, assured them that they 
need have no fears as to the result, as far as the pitch¬ 
ing was concerned. Miller faced the music as if de- 
termiued to do or die, and took in everything that came 
along, giving most excellent support to as swift pitch¬ 
ing as a catcher ever faced. But wc arc anticipating, 
and diving into detail before giving the preliminary ac¬ 
counts. Tlie White Sox arrived Thursday morning, 
fresh from the victorious field at Keokuk, having beaten 
the Westerns twice by tiic respective scores of 15 to 1 
and 7 to 1. I'pun arriving at the Southern ITotcl, they 
were warmly welcomed by a number of old ac(|uaint- 
ances, all eager to show the visitors every possible at¬ 
tention. Johnny Peters received quite an ovation, and 
many regrets were expressed that lie was not a mem¬ 
ber of the home nine. 

.\.ny amount of talk and conjecture was indulged in, 
the Chicagoans expressing a confldeuce that was abso¬ 
lutely appalling to many who had invested ail their 
loose change on the Browns. All day long the excite¬ 
ment raged, the billiard hails and the base ball head¬ 
quarters being thrauged with eager crowds, all anxious 
to know anything in connection with the game At 
one o’clock the pool selling began at Musscy's, and the 
excitement reached a point that cannot be described. 
It was evident from the first that the majority of bet¬ 
ting men believed in the success of the Whites, and 
the bets ruled in their favor, alUiough none went beg¬ 
ging at any odds. Immediately upon the close of the 
sale of pools, the halls were deserted, and every line of 
cars leading to the grounds was filled with a mass of 
people, in vehicles of every dcscri|)tiou, on horseback 
and on foot. From two o’clock until four, the crowd 
surged along until it looked as if the entire population 
was turned out to see the game that settled the fate of 
the two great rival cities of the west. Long before the 
hour for the game to begin, the grounds were filled 
with an eager, expectant multitude, a large percentage 
of which was composed of the fair sex. At 2:30 the 
St. Louis Browns arrived on the field, and began prac¬ 
ticing vigorously. The Chicago.boys arrived shortly 
afterwards, and were received with cheers by the as¬ 
sembled multitude. .\dam Wirtb, the old veteran of 
the Empire club, brving been selected as umpire, and 
Pearce winning the toss, the game began with the Chi- 
cagoes at the bat. 

Of individual play it may be said that Bradley, Mil¬ 
ler, Pike and Hague surpassed even the sanguine ex¬ 
pectations of their most confident admirers, while 
Chapman and Battin did everything that could possi¬ 
bly have been done in their positions. Cuthbert bad 
nothing to do in the field, but did nobly at the bat, 
making two splendid hits, and scoring three runs.

In the eighth inning 
Devlin took the pitcher’s position, and Hastings went 
behind the bat; the change worked well, and the 
Browns failed to score in the Iwo^innings following. 
As inning after inning was concluded with blanks for 
the visitors, the enthusiasm became intense, until final¬ 
ly when the last goose egg had been placed on the Chi¬ 
cago score, the immense crowd shouted itself hoarse, 
handkerchiefs waved, bats flew into the air, and a scene 
ensued the like of which was never before seen on a 
bail field. It is estimated that the game was witnessed 
by over 10,000 persons, and it may safely be said that 
9,000 of these tested their lungs at the conclusion of 
the game. At 9 r. m. the headquarters on Olive street 
was besieged by a crowd anxious to do honor to the 
victors; the street was filled with a multitude that 
gazed with unutterable satisflaction at the glorious fig¬ 
ures “10—0" that were displayed on a transparency in 
front. Inside the club quarters were assembled a large 
number of the members, stockholders aud their friends, 
ail eagerly discussing the many brilliant plays and tell¬ 
ing others how it was done. The trophy of the game 
bung suspended from a peg in the most conspicuous 
part of the room with the placard “Here it is” at¬ 
tached. The players were absent, at the Olympic the¬ 
atre by .special invitation of Manager Spaulding, aud 
occupied opposite aides of the dress circle in the front 
row, exchanging significant glances and friendly salu¬ 
tations in a manner indicative of the cordial, friendly 
relations existing between them. 

At the pool rooms, this morning, bets are being made 
freely, with odds of two to one on 8t. csiuis; the excite¬ 
ment is unabated and the game Saturday will probably 
attract a larger crown than assembled at the Park yes- 
teislBy.

Again the repre.sentatives of the two great wcstcin 
cities have met upon the green swaivl, and again lias 
victory perched uikiu the banner of the “ Brown.s.” 
Since Thurday’s game resulted so disastrously to the 
Chicago ball tos.sers, the bet.s have ruled at every odds 
against them, the St. Jiouis. in their flush of success, 
onering any terms that would .secure a bet. 

Friday’s and Saturday’s trains brought in large num¬ 
bers of excursionists from Chicago, who evidently be¬ 
lieved their pets would need all the moral support that 
could be given, and who, though cautious, showed a 
disposition to put up liberally on the white hosed hoys 
from the Lake city. Notwithstanding the crushing de¬ 
feat of Thursday, the Chicagoans .showed an abiding 
faith in their nine, and indulged in anv iinioiinl of 
reasons for the loss of the game, attributing it to luck 
and the wearied condition of the visiting nine. Capt. 
Warren, speaking Saturday morning of the game, said 
it WHS a streak of luck that could never occur again; 
that the St. Louis club could not win one more game 
out of ten with Chicago, and much more to the same 
effect; all of which was eagerly received bv the Chica¬ 
go delegates. Saturday morning passed midst all 
manner of conjecture and excitement. The billiard 
balls were crowded with anxious bettors, and the streets 
thronged with inullitudc.s eagerly di.scu8siog the rela¬ 
tive merits of the opiiosing nines, wondering if another 
“Chicago" score would break up the club, whose name 
had become synonamous with that most dreadful re¬ 
sult.

they will not let it out for fear of catching a so-called 
error. One point more we consider as essential to 
thorough satisfaction, that all flys put up between play¬ 
ers should be adjudged to a certain player by the 
catcher, (who can best see the whole field) calling oul 
the players name. Tliis would avoid concussions and 
give the ball a fair chance.
